EQUAL RIGHTS TO SEPARATION. 


Parliament on Thursday gave third reading 
to a bill which places women in the four western 
provinces on the same footing as men in respect 
to the grounds upon whieh they may obtain 
divorees. Not, however, without a debate which 
covered the whole question of divorce, whether it 
should ever be granted, why it is asked for, and 
jarticnlarly whether the divorcees or either of 
theim should be allowed to re-marry. Just why the 
eeeasion should have been taken to raise the 
whole issue is not apparent. Parliament was not 
considering whether to permit divorce or refuse 
to permit it, but merely whether a woman should 
have the same rights to divorce as a man. On that 
pomt nothing seems to have been offered in the 
way of plausible argument for discrimination 
The continuance of discrimination was what the 
opponents of the amendment were voting for, but 
that was not what they talked for. 

The effect of the amendment is to give the 
married woman the same measure of right ‘that 
ler husband enjoys to terminate the martial part- 
rership when the other party to the transaction 
does not keep the bargain. It is deplorable that 
such bargains should ever ke broken, but by no 
means so deplorable that when they are broken 
separations should occur. Certainly if a man is to 
be permitted to put away his wife for any cause 
it is common fairness that the wife should be 
allowed to release herself from all obligations to 
the husband under similar circumstances. In 
making statutory provision for that equality of 
right Parliament is not ‘‘making divorce easy,’’ 
nor encouraging divorcee. It is only undoing an 
act of legislative injustice which reflected little 
credit upon the male legislators who perpetrated 
it and which nobody in Parliament seems to have 
been able or willing to frankly defend,
